ANNEXATION OF NEtfloUINEA. 

The government ut Queonsland, Aus- 
tralia, lma lately it is suited, formally an- 
ncsod tit luiiat tho eiiatcrn half of New 
Guinea or Papua, a, great island lying to 
the north of Australia with an area of 
'.'50,000 square miles. 'The inhabitants 
tire negroes of small stature and no! in the 
highest state of civilization';' This is it 
somewhat peculiar development of colon- 
ial progress and one that will attract eon 
sideruble attention . Queensland is the 
most northerly of the Australian colonies, 
and one of t lie most flourishing, though it 
has only a few score thousand inhabitants. 
The question is whether the action of the 
colony will he. ratiled by the imperial 
government. This annexation of the isl- 
and was not prompted by necessity, but 
apparently rather by a desire to control 
the trade with the inhabitants of the isl- 
and and to prevent its possible annexa- 
tion by any other power, which hist was 
a factor certainly worth considering. The 
island is about » twice the size of Great 
Britain, the hcmI Is rich in many portions, 
and the produce that jot the Kast Indian 
archipelago, in abundance. It has a tofty 
mountain chain, is watered by many riv- 
ers and the climate though not perfect is 
passable. It is separated from (Queens- 
land by Torres Straits, one hundred miles 
wide. But the fun lies in such a small 
country trying to gobble up such a big 
island at one gulph,at the risk of not only 
choking itself in the attempt, but of in- 
volving the mother country with other 
jealous powers who may have an eye on 
such desirable territory. It is stated (he 
announcement, when made by Mr. Ashley 
in the house of commons was received 
with hearty, not to say irreverent laugh- 
ter, notwithstanding the fact that other 
nations are said to have shadowy chums 
which might be developed into reasons for 
disputing the action of Queensland. Spain 
discovered New Guinea; the Dutch tem- 
porarily established trading forts in its 
eastern part, and yet nominally are sup- 
posed to.hold fully oi e-half the island, 
though their exorcise of control ha? prac- 
tically been relinquished. The British 
government made a detailed exploration 
of the eastern shores about forty yonrs 
since, and a lew years afterwards Captain 
.Moresby, R.N., took formal possession of 
the island; hut his act was not ratified by 
the home authorities. In 187- the Brit - 
ish annexed ,i group of small islands con- 
tiguous to the eastern coast. As is usual 
in such cases those, who assert their claim 
with most vigor will stand the best chance 
of having it admitted. .Spain and Hol- 
land have interests in the archipelago, and 
France lias lately shown great interest in 
Africa as well as in other directions; and 
there might also In- dissensions among the 
natives themselves. Great Britain has 
not forgotten tlie Maori and South Afri- 
can wars, and unless there wero Tory 
good reasons, will not be likely to encour- 
age such eccentricities on the part of her 
colonics; though it is difficult to conceive 
how such a course should have been de- 
cided on, without some understanding on 
the subject. It is impossible to foresee 
what the result will be, but the iiituation 
is such a novel addition to colonial com- 
plications that it will be interesting to ob- 
serve what the homo government will do 
with it. 



Oregon. 

Salem, Or., May 17,— Late last night, 
James C. Murphy shot and killed dames 
Kelly, then tired another shot and killed 
himself, on the farm of Mrs. Warner, four 
and a half miles east of this city. The 
circumstances are as follows: Murphy, 
Kelly and :i German came to town in a 
hack. Murphy and Kelly, while hero, 
drank heavily, and when they started 
home they were lighting drunk. While 
on the road they began boasting of their 
bravery, which led to a dispute in which 
both contestants showed a willingness to 
fight, to test which of the two n-as the 
bravest man. On arriving at home Mur- 
phy was the first to jump out of the hack. 
He went into the house and returned 
with a shotgun, hi the meantime Brooks 
had got out of the hack, followed by 
Kelly, and was engaged in unhitching 
the team. Murphy said nothing when 
he came up with the. gun, passed Mrooks, 
and meeting Kelly faco to face, on the 
opposite sido of the wagon, drew the gun 
quickly to his shoulnerand .fired a charge 
of buckshot. It struck Kelly full in the 
face, crushing the upper and lower jaws, 
and driving bono and flesh into the head, 
aud creating a wound large enough to 
easily admit of the insertion of a large 
man's fist. Death was instantaneous. 
After firing the shot Murphy, without 
looking back to see the result, wont into 
tho house, where he seated himself by 
Mrs. Warner, noar the fire, and began to 
smoko. Brooks, after he had put up the 
horses, went into ^the house and told 
Murphy ho must surrender himself. 
Murphy agreed. Brooks then started for 
tho door, and just as he had opened it 
Murphy called: "Fred!" Fred turned; 
and as he did so Murphy made a rapid 
movement toward his pocket, drew there- 
from n self-cockor Smith & Wesson re 
volvor, clapped the same to his right tem- 
ple, and, with the remark, "Here I go," 
tired tho pistol, and sent a bullet crush- 
ing through his own head. He died as 
quickly as did Kelly, retaining a sitting 
posture in the chair. 

Portland, May 17.— At Sand Island, 
yesterday, three fishing boats capsized. 
All the crews were saved except J. II. 
Wrinkler, a well-known resident of As- 
toria, whose body was found this morn- 
ing entangled in a net. One boat capsiz- 
ed in tho Clatsop, aud a man whose name 
is unknown was lost. 



Japan. 

Yokohama, April 23. — The announce- 
ment that. America will share in the Siii - 
monesoki indemnity to be restored affords 
great satisfaction. Tho English press 
criticize the proceeding unfavorably and 
say it was done for the purpose of win- 
ning tho sympathy of Japan. The better 
class of English refuse to echo their opin- 
ions, and rather credit the sincerity of 
America's action.

Sexton, member of parlia- 
ment for Sligo county, was one of tho 
speakers. lie violently attacked the 
government, whieli he declared wis the 
worst that had ever ruled over Ireland. 
He said the papal circular applied only to 
the clergy and not to the laity at all. lie 
thought it might be desirable to send Dep- 
uty Daloni to Rome to explain to the pope 
the condition of affairs in Ireland. Sexton 
said the Irish people wore sorry to lose 
the valuable services of the clergy, but 
with or without allies the movement must 
go on. The speech was greeted with 
cheers.

THE HICENIX PARK MTODSES. 
Dan Cur'.oy Pays tho Doatli Poaalty. 

Dublin, May IS. — Daniel Curley, 
the second man convicted of the min- 
der of Cavendish and llurke, wns 
hanged in Kilinaiulmm jail ihis morn 
ing. The jail wns guarded by a force 
of military similai to that on ihe occas- 
ion of the hanging of Brady on Mon 
day Inst. After (he priests had pray- 
ed privately with the condemned in 
cell, mass was performed in lie 1 prison 
chapel in the presence of the govern- 
or and wardens, when Curley received 
the sacrament. Meanwhile a group of 
women, who bad gathered outside tho 
prison, were on their knees saying the 
litany tor the dying man. When the 
black ling was hoisted, announcing the 
execution had taken place, every man 
in the crowd outside, which numbered 
about one thousand, uncovered their 
he uils, and. murmured sympathies with 
Curley. A rush was then made by 
the crowd for a garden near by, where 
Curleys relations had assembled, and 
where his father was kneeling am! 
praying for the repose of the soul of 
his son. The people soon dispersed 
quietly. Curley walked up to tin' 
scaffold with a little assistance. He 
seemed to he resigned to his fate, but 
was hardly firm. Me declined to make 
a statement touching his connection 
with tile crime for which he was exec 
uted. Death was instantaneous. 

Before Curley retired lust night he 
wrote a letter to his wife, in which he 
said. "I will die as 1 have lived— 
faithful to my principles and my coun- 
try's cause. 1 will do as all honest 
men do — bring my secrets (o the grave 
with me, and leave those that are at 
freedom to enjoy it." 

Canada. 

WiNNIPKO, May 10. — The son of Com- 
modore N. \V. Kittson, and late deputy 
prothonotary at Winnipeg, was attacked 
by smallpox last night, and placed in the 
smallpox hospital, flo escaped while de- 
lirons, and wandered over the prairie. A 
party was organized and sent out y ester- 
day afternoon, and his dead body was 
found on the prairie. This is the third 
son Commodore Kittson hau lost since 
September. The commodore had 3'J 
children living at one time.

The illness of Dr. Sivowright does not 
appear to have been properly estimated;

We have 
not beon informed as to the precise cause 
of death, but it was generally supposed to 
be typhoid fever, lie was appointed to 
the Lunatic Asylum by the present gov- 
ernment and was ulao surgeon to the 
Royal Columbia Hospital. He was a na- 
tive of Ontario, Canada, and was only 33 
years of age.

18. Il will bo observed by reference 
to ray account for disbursements, that 
but a tmnli part of this sum (only 
about §225.62) was spent till after my 
appointment as Special Agent and Del- 
egate to London. 

19. Tho room at the Russell, for' 
which $58 2. r > was paid, was taken for 
an otlice>, and was given up when Par- 
liament met, as 1 could use one of the 
rooms in tlie Parliament buildings. 
The balance of tun $225.02 was mainly 
expended in paying an engineer for 
drawing two maps illustrating the 
Island Railway question, and in litho- 
graphing 500 copies of one map tin- 
coloured, and 1000 copies of another 
map coloured, copies of both of which 
1 herewith submit. 

20. Theso maps, particularly tho 
coloured one with printed explanation 
and memorandum attached, did more, I 
believe, to make the Island Railway 
question understood than all the verbal 
statemonts of tho Provincial case that 
hud boon made up to live time of their 
publication. 

21. It will bp further observed, on 
reference to my account for disburse- 
ments, rendered on November 29th, 
1381, that 1 made no charge for my 
personal expenses from October 14th, 
1S80, the date of my appointment as 
Special Agent, to March 24th, 1881, 
when 1 was officially notified of my ap- 
pointment as .Special Agent and Dele- 
yate to London.

The old man staggered backward 
and fell on the floor. The murderer load- 
ed his gun for it second shot, when his 
mother ran upstairs and implored him to 
desist, but on threatening to shoot her 
next, she rushed down stairs and while so 
doing a second shot was tired, taking of. 
' feet in the dying man's head, killing him 
outright . 

Tho iiiurdorer then loaded his gun a 
I third time, came down stairs and dragged 
j his victim about forty yards to the font of 
tho garden, where he began to prepare a 
grave. He then got some lumber, which 
| ho commenced to measure and saw up 
| for a eollin. By this time twenty or 
thirty neighbors, alarmed by the mother, 
had congregated, but were unable to do 
anything, as tho murderer threatened to 
shoot the first man who approached him. 
He was finally overpowered anil lodged in 
jail, to await trial for willful murder. The 
desire to obtain possession of his father's 
farm is assigned as the cause of the mur- 
der.
